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During  the  1959-60  school  year,  the  Wilson  City  Board  of  Education  has  devoted 
much  time  and  attention  to  budgets,  buildings,  school  sites,  equipment,  written  poli- 
cies, curriculum,  personnel,  and  professional  meetings.  Much  progress  has  been  made 
in  all  areas. 

In  addition  to  approving  alterations  and  additions  to  some  of  the  existing  school 
plants  and  the  improvement  of  four  of  the  school  sites,  the  board  has  launcbed  the 
first  stage  of  a  new  three-year  building  program  to  provide  needed  classrooms.

PRINCIPAL 

Mr.  Willard  Woodard  began  his  teaching 
career  in  Wilson  in  1946.  His  special  field 
was  social  studies,  but  his  chief  interest  was 
in  teaching  students  to  be  good  citizens.  Me 
was  one  of  the  state's  pioneers  in  using  the 
Citizenship  Education  Projects  approach  in 
his  work.  He  received  his  training  and  degrees 
from  Atlantic  Christian  College  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 

Beginning  his  career  as  principal  in  1952, 
Mr.  Woodard  served  efficiently  in  Scotland 
Neck,  North  Carolina,  and  in  Selma  in  the 
same  capacity,  before  being  called  back  home, 
this  year,  to  Wilson  to  become  the  principal 
of  the  Fike  Senior  High  School. 

When  asked  about  his  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion, he  stated  briefly  and  concisely:  "I  believe 
that  education  has  as  its  central  purpose  the 
development  of  common  understandings,  loy- 
alties, abilities  and  interests  that  are  essential 
for  the  fullest,  self-realization  of  the  individual 
to  become  increasingly  self-directing  through 
the  mastery  of  the  basic  tools  of  learning. 
Teachers  should  help  each  student  to  grow 
from  his  state  of  initial  dependence  into  free 
participation  in  the  richest  individual  and  cul- 
tural life  that  is  to  be  found  in  our  democratic 
country." 

Assuming  authority  over  and  responsibility 
for  about  eight  hundred  students  in  a  brand 
new  high  school,  and  in  a  recognized  period 
of  transition,  has  been  no  easy  job.  However, 
Mr.  Woodard  has  met  his  obligation  dutifully 
and  creditably.  He  has,  in  his  quiet,  unassum- 
ing, yet  forceful  way,  carved  out  a  niche  for 
himself.  The  students,  parents,  and  faculty 
have  found  him  aware  of  the  many  facets  of 
his  responsibilties  in  a  new  age— the  space  age.

CYCS  END  SEASON  WITH  7-3  RECORD 


As  football  practice  began  in  the  middle  of  the  most 
sultry  month  of  the  summer,  the  Cyclone  charges  donned 
their  war  gear  and  made  ready  to  protect  their  Eastern 
Conference  Championship.  The  able  coaching  staff 
looked  forward  to  senior  lettermen  Galloway,  Crabtree, 
Sims,  Bass,  Rogers,  Alford,  Hanchrow,  Hollingsworth, 
and  Walston  to  carry  the  Cyc  hopes  through  the  opening 
games.  The  boys  worked  very  hard  during  those  tiresome 
pre-season  practices  trying  to  whip  themselves  into  a  po- 
sition such  that  their  good  shape  would  offset  the  heavy 
graduation  losses  from  the  preceding  year's  state  co-cham- 
pionship team. 

By  the  time  the  first  game  rolled  around,  they  had  be- 
come proficient,  but  overconfident,  and  barely  squeaked 
by  with  a  7-6  last-quarter  touchdown  victory  over  the 
Pam  Pack  of  Washington.  When  they  resumed  practice, 
they  were  not  cocky  over  their  win,  but  settled  down  for 
the  game  with  Goldsboro  on  September  18  at  Fleming 
Stadium.  Their  state  of  mind  paid  off  with  a  big  35-6  win 
over  the  Earthquakes.  The  next  obstacle  in  the  way  was 
the  Raleigh  Caps,  who,  although  being  highly  touted, 
were  beaten  21-13  with  three  early  touchdowns.  When 
the  Kinston  Red  Devils  came  to  Fleming  Stadium  on  Oc- 
tober 2,  the  Cyclone  football  machine  was  roaring  hot, 
and  it  easily  handled  them  21-0.  Then  came  the  game 
that  everyone  is  sure  to  remember.  The  Durham  game, 
scheduled  for  October  9,  was  called  off  after  our  team 
had  arrived,  because  of  inclement  weather;  it  was  reset 
for  the  next  night.  The  Cyclones  returned  and,  in  the 
mud,  were  defeated  7-0  by  the  Bulldogs.  The  factors 
concerning  this  defeat  inspired  the  Cycs  to  be  really  red 


hot  on  their  next  home  appearance  against  New  Bern. 
The  Wilson  gridders  blasted  through  the  line  and  made 
several  fine  pass  receptions  on  October  16  for  this  56-0 
romp  in  the  homecoming  classic.  On  October  23  in  the 
game  against  Fayetteville,  the  Cycs  got  down  close  to 
the  enemy  goal  several  times,  but  were  plagued  by  fum- 
bles, and  lost  in  a  great  effort  6-0  to  the  Bulldogs.  A 
fired-up  Cyclone  team  took  the  field  on  the  next  Friday 
night  against  New  Hanover  High  of  Wilmington.  After 
falling  behind  in  the  first  half,  the  Cycs  staged  a  second- 
half  comeback  to  carry  a  7-6  win.  Again  Wilson  fell 
behind  in  Greenville  on  November  6,  but,  after  the  open- 
ing minutes,  the  Cvcs  took  command  of  the  situation 
and  ran  out  the  time  for  a  13-9  victory.  Taking  a  week 
off  from  playing,  thev  worked  hard  for  the  traditional 
clash  with  the  Rocky  Mount  Blackbirds.  The  game  was 
hard-fought  by  both  sides,  but  the  Blackbirds  kicked  a 
devastating  last-period  field  soal  to  net  a  10-7  victory. 
This  win  took  the  coveted  Shelton  Looms  trophy  back 
to  Rocky  Mount. 

Even  though  our  Cyclones  did  not  win  the  conference 
and  the  state  championship,  or  have  as  good  a  record  as 
they  did  last  year,  their  7-3  gridiron  record  was  one  of  the 
best  in  our  conference.  Every  year  it  seems  that,  even 
though  the  Cyclones  do  not  have  the  size  of  some  of 
the  other  teams  in  this  area,  they  have  more  than  enough 
desire  to  meet  the  obstacles  put  before  them.  It  can  hon- 
estly be  said  that  the  football  team  of  Ralph  L.  Fike  Senior 
High  School  reached  the  "stratosphere''  of  accomplish- 
ment through  hard  work  and  the  will  to  win.
